Lady (to herself)—I can't stand this! 


I suppose the Conglomerate Anti-Pau- 
per Mission would disown me forever, 
but I cannot stand it! (Empties her 
purse of its silver into the musician's 
cap.) As she does so, she withdraws a 
nickel coin and says apologetically: 
"You see I'm a suburban, and I must 
keep a car fare to get to the station.
